It merely 
is used by Sacks as a tool i^o steal funds that belong to the hobby 
and to accuse anyone who doesn't agree with Sacks of things that 

Sacks himself cannot prove and which he himself does.

Gaming Board (PAGB). It's purpose is to promote the Diplomacy 
hobby throughout the state and beyond. 

I myself am the Chairman of the PAGB.. The Corresponding 
Secretary is Steve Arnawoodian.

The cooresponding secretary has taken it upon himself to actively 
solicit contributions from members of the Dip community in the name 
of the PAGB to be given to the hobby custodians. I commend him on 
this fine undertaking . 

^he PAGB also supports and upholds the ideals and practices of 
the People's Diplomacy Organization. The Grand Kommissar, Hike Mills, 
has received an honorary full charter membership in the PAGE in 
recognition of his efforts with the EDO Relief Austion which will 
benefit the hobby services. 

I must take this time now to do something that is not a normal 
function for the PAGB but which must be brought to the attention of 
the hobby at large. The withholding of hobby funds is a serious 
crime against the whole of the hobby. But that is exactly what ah 
member of the NYGE is doing. His name has already been mentioned in 
this issue so I need not go fulljr into this matter. However, when 
a tournament") is run at a national convention and the proceeds are 
withheld from the hobby by the person(s) running the tournament, then 
something definitely needs to be done to stop any future "misuse" 
of funds by that person(s). Does this mean not having that person(s) 
run any future tournaments you better believe it does. The "^AGB 
will keep you abreast at what action or actions can and will be taken 
in the future to stop this sort of embezzlement and misappropriation 
of hobby funds.

The hobby always can use new 
ideas and direction, because there are still a few hobby curmudgeons 
around who refuse to see reality — namely Sacks, Boardman, Walker and 
Berch-god .

RETIREMENTS, ELECTIONS and TREASURY SERVICE 



of the 

FEOHBE'S DIPLOMACY ORGANIZATION 



I am happy to announce the formation of the Retirements, Elections 
and Treasury Service of the ^eopless Diplomacy Organization. RETS has 
the full backing and sanction of the Grand Kommissar, Mike Mills. 

RETS is divided into three main bureaus: the.>Breau of Retirements, 
the Bureau of Elections, and the Bureau of Treasury. Each of these 
bureaus is headed by a director. At present, only the Bureau of 
Treasury has had a director appointed to it. He is Tom Swider of 
End we 11, NY Zone 2. I am sure that I am leaving the Bureau of 
Treasury in capable hands. Tom has expressed his eagerness to begin 
his new job. The prime duty of the director will be to see that all 
revenue gained by the hobby is used to benefit, directly or indirectly 
the members of the hobby. 

One of his more vital tasks will be to oversee the running of 
next year's PDORA. An other important job of his will be the regulation 
of any "Diplomacy Tax". This is a very unpopular concept throughout 
the hobby, however it will be Horn's job to report to me any initiation 
of awhobby tax by anyone (particularly any West Coast splinter group) 
upon anyone in the hobby without the explicit approval of the hobby at 
large through the intercession of the Bureau of Elections from wfadch 
would come the results of such a nlebiscite to determine if indeed the 
majority of the members of the hobby would want such a tax. I see no 
need now or in the-f oreseeable future, however, for such a tax or such 
a plebescite. 

I am at ^ pre seKt j considering Ed Wrobel for the post of director 
of the Bureau of Retirements. Ed has had experience with certain 
disability and retirements organizations in the past and I think his 
expertise would prove very beneficial. An update on his potential 
appointment to this position will be forthcoming. 

As for the Bureau of Elections -- I am at a bit of a lose to 
find the right person for the job. I have therefore decided to go out 
to the hobby and solicit thode who th&nk they can qualify for the 
position of director of the Bureau of Elections. 

The tasks of the director. are fairly straightforward: he will work 
to insure that any elections vote, or plebiscite is conducted fairly 
and without bias. His range of duties, however, will not include the 
various hobby poles since that <job is capably handled by the Bureau 
of Poles which does not fall under the authority of RETS. 

If you are interested in the position of director of the Bureau 
of Elect-ions, please send me a statement stating your reasons and 
qualifications for the job. Note: Robert Sacks need not apply. 

I wish to thank the Grand Kommissar for allowing the establishment 
mf RE^S and for his confidence in me to head it. I will surely do 
my utmost to see that thenfervice is run as it should be.
